Already AugUSt or Last Minute Antenna System Maintenance. 



Hard to believe, but the nice warm weather (in the Northern Hemisphere at least) is not 
going to last much longer. If your antenna system exhibits wear & tear, NOW is the time 
to do something about it. With a little foresight, you got some antenna wire and coax at a 
hamfest - and maybe got a balun or a center connector at the same time - so you're all 
set... Now it's just a matter of scheduling a bar-b-q with a Tew of the guys, scoring a 
couple cases of brewskis, and getting everything done at once. 



Take a few minutes (even a few hours) and check things out. Is the antenna wire 
corroded'' It's gonna be brittle if it's been up there for very long. Replace it for sure. Is the 
coax insulation cracking? If so it's time to toss it in the trash and install new. As a general 
rule of thumb (especially if you buy your wire at Radio Shack) you should plan on 
replacing the entire dipole every three to five years - exact length o, time w.h vary 
somewhat based on your specific location, of course. The RG8M coax RS sells is good 
for roughly that length of time, and the copper antenna wire will oxidize itself into dust in 
about that period as well. 
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It really doesn't take that long to construct a dipole and sling it into place; especially with 
a few friends to help with the slinging! You'll need a tape measure, a large pair of 
diagonal cutters or "tin snips", a BIG soldering gun (the Weller 550 watt gun is not too 
large for this job, but the 8200 series works fine) and some 60/40 resin-core solder to get 
started. 



You do know what frequency you wanna work on, yes? Probably 6955 like everybody 
else? The formula is: 468 divided by the Frequency in MHz, so it's 6.955 into 468 on the 
rusty errrrr, make that.trusty..! calculator and we come up with a figure of 67.2897 feet 
- just over 67 feet 3 inches, so measure to 67' 4" and then allow an extra FOOT before 
you cut anything. Once you've gotten it untangled, you need to cut this length of wire 
precisely in half so that the two resulting pieces are 33 feet 8 inches. Repeat the 
untangling procedure (x2). If you ever have a question remember this: It's much easier tc 
cut a wire long and shorten it later, than it is to cut a wire short and lengthen it. 
Additionally, a wire slightly longer than resonance is easier for a tuner to work with than 
a slightly short wire. 



Once you have everything under control again, bend each end of each wire exactly 
THREE INCHES from the end - this is where you will install insulators or the center 
balun These 3 inches will be bent back and wrapped around itself - and soldered! - to 
make the antenna. Place an insulator at ONE end of each wire, complete bending the 
wire back and wrap it tightly around itself, and solder well. Congratulations; you have one 
end of the dipole completed. Just run some rope or guy wire thru the other holes in the 
insulators and you're ready to hang it. We!!, almost. 



Dig thru the closet to find the center insulator (or balun) you *know* you bought at 
Dayton Once you've managed that (or given up and bought another one), insert the 
remaining bent ends into opposing sides of the thing, bend back and wrap, and solder. 
Voila! The antenna is built. Pop another beer. Don't party too much however - there's still 
thefeedline. The what? 



Return to closet and begin tossing things out. Where the heck is that dad-ratted coax?? 
know I bought some... Back to the Shack; they're calling you by name now - and don i 
have to ask each time they ring you up! Scary : huh? 



OK You decided to purchase a pre-made cable with the connectors on it already. Paid 
too much, but it'll save ya time, right? Except that you calculated a bit ^se. Just as B,H 
yanked the wire free of the last branch, the coax pulled right out of the cr.mp-on PL259 
plug and landed with a "Plop!" at your feet. Now you've got ***** -JJ £ 
bring the rope back down and hope he's not too drunk to climb he tree again i when 
you've made the necessary repairs? Or do you just say "Thanks and take care of It 
later? 



Pod open another beer and look at it for a while. Bill s passed out under the tree, and 
Dan is a^eady on the phone with the wife getting a "Honey Do" list for the tnp home. 
Soks like you" shiny new dipole will stay up and your shiny new coax will stay down. For 
now- 



Better look at the Ground connection instead. You *do* have i .Ground don't you? If not, 
you and your radio are living on borrowed time. If you *"^^^™2j± 
There could be some oxidation at the connect.on point(s), which will result in 
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resistance Ground, which is almost as bad as NO Ground. If you use electrical Transit 
Clamps to hold your wire to the Ground Rod, it can't hurt to disassemble them every few 
years - maybe take a steel-bristle brush to everything - and clean 'em up. Brush the Rod, 
too; get things as shiny as possible (but don't go overboard!) and then put everything 
back together; get things nice and snug - and maybe cover the connections with some 
left-over coax-seal to help prevent future corrosion. 



You'll find that occasional antenna maintenance and the cleaning of your Ground 
connection will do a lot to enhance your radio listening enjoyment. Go for itl

CHINESE USING CUBAN TRANSMITTER TO SPY ON USA? 

An article by Pablo Alfonso in the June 24 edition of El Nucvo Herald accuses the Chinese 
government of using a China Radio International transmitter site and other locations in Cuba for 
purposes of electronic espionage on the United States. I have seen little coverage of this article, 
but it is sufficiently interesting that I am going to print the whole thing here. The text was 
published in Clandestine Radio Watch #3 1 as translated into English by Armando F. Mastrapa: 



EL NUEVO HERALD ARTICLE 

China is operating in Cuba a sophisticated network of electronic espionage aimed at the United 
States and taking advantage of the Castro regime's designated "electronic war against Yankee 
imperialism", this according to intelligence sources and documents from government agencies in 
which El Nuevo Herald has had access to. 

"For China the use of Cuba as a base of electronic eavesdropping is of tremendous importance 
because it signifies for them a strategic placement in the rearguard of the United States", 
commented an ex-official of US intelligence. 

The Chinese bases of electronic espionage have been camouflaged under the pretext of a 
collaboration between China and Cuba in the fields of electronics and radio communications, 
where both signed accords in the past month of February during the visit of Chinese Defense 
Minister Chi Haotian to Havana. 

The principle bases of Chinese eavesdropping and tracking in Cuba are located northeast of 
Santiago de Cuba at the eastern most part of the country and in the zone of Bejucal in the province 
of Havana according to intelligence sources. The encampment of antennas in Santiago de Cuba 
are primarily dedicated to the tracking of US military satellites while in Bejucal the Chinese have 
mounted a complex system of intercepting telephone communications. 

To cover these activities the official Chinese government radio station China Radio International 
is transmitting from Havana its shortwave programs toward the US and Latin America. 

"The transmissions of China Radio International are now originating from Havana on 9570.0 
kHz", asserted an internal report from the Federal Communications Commission (FCC). 

'Hie FCC located China Radio International's transmitter at 22.56.00 North and at 82 23.00 West, 
near the town of Bejucal, southeast of the city of Havana. 

"Cuba is now interfering with upper and lower frequency bands with a powerful transmitter as it 
has never done before", indicated the FCC report. "On occasions where interference has been so 
strong it has sounded like 'star wars'", the report added.

According to reports of US government agencies obtained by El Nuevo Herald, Cuba in the last 
couple of weeks has been interfering with powerful equipment in the upper frequency bands and 
radio communications of air traffic in New York. 

" The Cubans have been interfering with air traffic control communications and making false 
aeronautical transmissions of the Air Traffic Control of New York", stated an FCC 
communication obtained by EL Nuevo Herald. 

ITiis interference has been tracked by US agencies' electronic monitoring and locating the source 
southeast of I lavana in the province of Pinar del Rio. 

On May 13 at 4:48 p.m. a false communication made at New York air control was made from 
Pinar del Rio and the transmission's origin was found at 22.12 North and at 83.34 West. "On this 
occasion they spoke on a high frequency band identifying themselves falsely as "OPEC21", a US 
CI 30 military plane flight", staled the report. 

"Iliis is a delicate issue that is treated practically in a secret atmosphere because of its political 
implications", commented a source. The Chinese bases are an addition to the electronic espionage 
station in Lourdcs, province of Havana, (hat Russia has continued to operate since the 
disappearance of the Soviet Union and for which Cuba receives $200 million annually. 

HOW SIGNIFICANT IS THIS ARTICLE? 

It certainly is interesting to read some of the alleged details of China's electronic spying network 
in Cuba. The fact that there is such a thing should surprise nobody. The USA does the same thing 
to many other countries, of course. The fact that China Radio International is using the site of one 
of their transmitters for part ofthe antenna network is also a surprise to nobody. However, it is by 
no means necessary to operate an HF transmitter to "disguise" an eavesdropping operation. 
Antennas can be erected anyplace. Most ACE members have antennas in their back yard that can 
be used to pick up a variety of communications transmissions. Overall, the allegations on the 
Chinese spy network are news, but should not be a shock to anybody. 

t he jamming transmissions mentioned on air traffic frequencies must be intermittent, since I have 
seen no other references to Chinese jamming of air communications. It is probably more common 
lo hear such jamming from domestic bootleg USA stations. 

Finally, there i.si.'i much thai could lie dune about any of tin.-., even if the USA wanted io do 
something. The spring bombing ofthe Chinese embassy in Belgrade has put somewhat of a chill 
into the 1 ISA-China relationship, with the Chinese holding the high ground for a while as a result 
of the bombing. In addition, the USA's economic interests in China arc rapidly growing. 1 
purchased a new camera last spring, and was amazed to find that all of the cameras for sale in the 
store were manufactured in China, including makes by Japanese firms and even all of the Kodak 
cameras. So, I don't think that a Chinese "spy" network in Cuba could evolve into much of 
political significance. But, it is a fascinating set of allegations. 

COLOMBIAN NEWS 

1 have seen no additional information on the possible reactivation of Radio Patria Libre. As we 
mentioned last month, the ELN's shortwave clandestine was shut down in a military action by the 
Colombian army. 1 have, however, seen several press accounts indicating that the level of rebel 
military activity has significantly increased in recent weeks in anticipation of forthcoming 
negotiations with the Colombian government. 1 stupidly misplaced one ot ihc.ii that discussed the 
use of tactical radio by the ELN and/or FARC. Still, with sunsets starting to get gradually earlier 
now that summer winds down, it may well be worth our while to scan the high end of 49 meters 
around the greyline lo see if any Columbian clandestine signals are making their way to North 



WBCO SCHEDULE 



All ACE members have certainly heard Alan Weiner's WBCQ on 7415 kHz. He forwards a 
current station schedule, along with a coverage map indicating that the station uses 50,000 watts 
from Monticello, Maine. The shows are sent out at 245 degrees with a 70 degree beam width from 
a Harris SW-50 transmitter using "Pulse duration modulation." There is a variety of religious and 
quasi-right wing programming buying time on the station, including Brother Stair's Overcomer 
Ministry, but quasi-clandestine fare is not their main focus, that's for sure. Rates for buying time 
are listed at $60 for one hour per week and $50 for two or more hours per week. If you want more 
information, their web site at http://WBCO.net is a good place to go. 



CLANDESTINE COVERAGE IN The ACE 

Throughout all of its history going back to the early 1980's, the Association of Clandestine radio 
Enthusiasts has been primarily oriented toward shortwave pirate OXing. This is still true. As the 
volume of pirate broadcasting increased noticeably during the I990's, the exlent to which ACE 
members are primarily interested in pirates has increased. 

The reason (hat ACE has a clandestine column goes back historically to 1985. Andrew O'Brien 
was named to edit a clandestine loggings column. Prior to Andrew's column, clandestine loggings 
had been printed in Kirk Baxter's DiaLogs column. At the same time, your editor started writing 
the Clandestine Profile column as a background feature, integrating clandestine station activity, 
political developments, and so forth. When Andrew left on a lengthy round-the-world tour, the 
loggings column and the analysis column were combined into the Clandestine Profile, which 
survives today as you read it now. Hie first Clandestine Profile was in the June 1985 issue of The 
ACE, with both Andrew O'Brien's Clandestine Report and (icorge Zcllcr's Clandestine Profile 
appearing in July 1985. One of the main motivations behind the move was that there was a 
significant feeling among ACE members that the Association or "Clandestine" radio Enthusiasts 
should have coverage of clandestines in it, by definition. 

Many things have changed since then, in politics, in clandestine broadcasting, and in The ACE. It 
is interesting to look at Andrew's initial Clandestine Report column. It started out with a list of 
schedules for 17 active clandestines all over the world, mainly from DX sources such as Glenn 
Ilauser's Listeners Notebook column in NASWA's Frendx bulletin and various press accounts. 
The rest of Andrew's column had loggings of twelve clandestines sent in by ACE members. In the 
western hemisphere alone, pure clandestine stations logged included La Voz de Alpha 66 (anti- 
Cuba) on 6666v kHz, La Voz Del CID (anti-Cuba on 6305, 9939, 1 1679.6, and 126IOh (2x6305) 
kHz, Radio Marti (anti-Cuba, in its first broadcast from May 21, 1985), Radio Monibo (anti- 
Nicaragua) on 6229.9 kHz, Radio Quince de Septiembre (anti-Nicaragua) on 5563.3 and 5690 
kHz, and Radio Venceremos (anti-EI Salvador) on 3631 and 6556.5 kHz. In addition, there were 
numerous logs of a new unidentified station on 9920 and then 7400 kHz that tested at first with a 
pop song by Nat King Cole. "Hicse were the first tests of the CIA's Radio Caiman, which 
dominated the high end of 3 1 meters for years thereafter. 

My poinl is that there were plenty of widely reported western hemisphere clandestines back in 
1985 that generated a lot of interest in our hobby. In addition to these stations, ACE members 
logged five clandestines from Europe, the Middle East, and Africa, including Turkiye Komunist 
Partiye, Voice of the Libyan People, Radio Iran (also your tax dollars at work), Voice of the 
United Muslim l ighters of Afghanistan, and VOSPR from Sudan. These conditions no longer 

Western Hemisphere in 1999 are the two stations of the Colombian rebels. As we pointed out last 
week, Radio Patria Libre has been inactive following its capture by the Colombian Army, and 
both stations were very lough loggings from North America even when they were actually 
broadcasting. 



A variety of clandestines remain active on shortwave, but they are heavily concentrated in the 
middle east and Asia. Some of these put decent signals into North America, but few are in 
languages such as English or Spanish that are widely understood by North American DXers. The 
recent Serbian/Kosovo war resulted in just about no shortwave clandestine activity. Compared to 
1985, the salad days of shortwave clandestine DXing are clearly long gone. 



THE CURRENT SITUATION 

TWs should raise the issue of whether ACE still wants to devote four pages of its bulletin every 
month to clandestine DX coverage. During the last few years there have been periods when some 
ACK members hoped to reorganize the column coverage in our bulletin. Some changes have been 
made, notably Tom Sevan's resurrection of our numbers column (bringing back an original 
feature from early editor Lani Pettit, and Bud Stacey's continual coverage of the booming FM 
micropirate movement. Even so, several ACE members ranging from Nick Grace to Kirk 
Trummcll to Hill Taylor and others, have periodically suggested alternative uses for some of our 
bulletin pages. 

Notably absent from all this discussion has been an evaluation of whether ACE members still find 
clandestine coverage to be useful. The huge decline of clandestine broadcasting during the 1990's 
led to the demise of Gerry Dexter's semi-monthly clandestine radio newsletter, although the 
excellent internet newsletter Clandestine Radio Watch by Martin Schoech, Nick Grace, and 
Armando Mastrapa has filled this niche in outstanding fashion. As the editor of the Outer Limits 
column in Monitoring Times magazine for the last seven and a half years. I have noticed that well 
over 95% of reader contributions to the column and reader feedback arc concentrated in pirate 
DXing, not clandestine radio. It's likely that ACE members have a similar distribution of interests.

DOCKFEST '99: Several weeks ago, a local church put on an 8-band concert called

"An FM pirate station operating on 89.7 MHz and IDing as "The Flick" was reportedly shut 
down by the FCC and local police in the north Denver suburb of Federal Heights on 
07/13/99. It appears that the FCC merely informed them to shut it off and they complied. The 
station was reportedly operating with 30 watts into an omnidirectional gain antenna at about 
50 feet AGL (above ground level). The FCC stated that it was being widely heard throughout 
the Denver area (good! bud). A local police officer who is also a ham, participated in the 
"raid". He stated that the station was fully automated and was operating unattended from the 
back room of a pager sales office located at W. 84th Ave. & Pecos Street (Patrick M. Griffith, 
Federal heights, MO (via BusterC). 

Another, similar incident occurred recently, with the operator complying with the FCC, 
shutting down but also looking at ways to get back on the air, maybe via Carrier Current or 
cable radio. In fact, he has complied with my request for an interview, coming up next in: 



STATION PROFILE: Mike Batchclor wanted me to include his station's history for others 
out there, in his own words, for "people to see what our station is all about and what the FCC 
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Here's his story: "Basically, (he station was started in order to provide a radio voice for our 
community (one of the biggest suburbs of St. Louis) and to provide the type of music which 
no longer received airplay on the FM dial- Big Band and middle-of-the-road easy-listening 
music, the kind of stuff enjoyed by people over 40. This idea was the brainchild of Bill 
Owens, who has since become a very good friend of mine. How I came into the deal was that 
I was a computer technician who also happened to be a longtime radio guy (note: many 
broadcast techs have left radio to at least make a living in the computer field- bud), who loved 
the idea of our town having it's own radio station. I saw his transmitter, we started talking 
and hit it off immediately. He invited me back to see his small station operate, which at that 
time was only on a part-time basis on weekends. The ultimate goal was to either purchase or 
build our own station to provide our format to the community. 1 got more & more wrapped 
up in the deal and began to search for open allocations on the dial and stations that might be 
potentially for sale." 

"About two years ago, I posted to a bulletin board for radio pros that we were looking for a 
station in our area that was for sale. The next morning 1 received a message from the owner 
of a Class A station licensed in a rural town that could be picked up in our area and he 
informed us he was considering selling the station. We took the 40 mile trek to the studio of 
the station (located) in a converted apartment building. We looked at the equipment, 
coverage, etc. and figured the station was worth about S200K- right? Dead wrong.... the 
owner informed us that a broker told him the station was worth about $R50K to $1 million. 
Unable to get that kind of backing, we went back to the drawing board, looking for anywhere 
where an allocation could be put in, only to find out that all the allocations that WERE open 
were frozen for one reason or another. So, it was then after a lot of research on the 'net, we 
decided to try and get our station on 24 hours a day with a signal that would cover all of St. 
Peters." 

"We figured the Ramsey FM-10 transmitter that was on loan from a friend of Bill's and the 
small antenna we were running wouldn't cut the mustard, even after we boosted our antenna's 
height. The transmitter only provided us with a few blocks coverage at best and it was very 
prone to drift. On the alt.ratlio.pirate newsgroup, I located a Ramsey FM-100 and we 
purchased the unit- it provided the needed stability but not the range; we put up a J-pole 
antenna made of copper pipe, which boosted our range, but still not enough to be reaching 
more than a handful of people. We brainstormed and added a cable TV distribution amp I 
purchased from a local surplus store- we were up to a solid mile and a half- still not enough. 
That left us looking for more power yet, so we purchased a Radio Shack 30 watt amp 
modified for the FM band and voila- we were there! We were covering our entire city with a 
signal that could rival any of the conglomerate-owned St. Louis stations! We spent the next 
year mulling over ways to run the station reliably 24 hours, even unattended. We tried reel 
tapes, video tapes, audio tapes, etc, but we deemed them too repetitive and unreliable." 



"It was then that we kind of gave up for a bit and went to s« 
and found an AM/FM combo on the outskirts of the metro area that was just in a n 
state of disarray as far as equipment and lack of staff; still the ownership wanted $550K for a 
station with a directional antenna pointed AWAY from St. Louis; it needed new equipment 
and was losing over $5k a month! We then went back to our LPFM and after some time, we 
were able to acquire a computer automation system. Raduga. Bill spent uver three months 
readying the computer for 24 hour operation, loading the entire station's CD library into MP3 
format in the computer. This brings us up to about April- we began operating 24/7 with our 
automation system at the 30- watt levei, when a station 65 miles away boosted their power on 
our frequency of 90.1 and left us scrambling for an open frequency. After mulling this over, 
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we retimed to 95. 1 at the same power. Coverage was increased because of the cleanliness of 
the signal and being in the commercial part of the band made more people able to find us. 
Everything was going well, we had everything perfect and we were looking at even more 
expansion when the fateful day came (July 9) when the "cease & desist" letters came from the 
Federal Cookie Commission. Lacking funds to go into a long court battle, we decided not to 
fight and shut down our transmitter." 

"We've only been off the air two days now and arc evaluating possible ways to get back on 
the air- carrier current looks like it could be interesting but I'm not sure how far it'll go in the 
neighborhood. Also, we're considering Cable Radio, but it's hard for many (listeners) to 
receive." 

Mike also mentioned that four conglomerates own all the stations in St. Louis- Clear Channel, 
Emmis, Infinity and Radio One- and these have joined to pressure the FCC into squashing all 
the micro stations they can find. It's hard to compete with multi-billion-dollar-backed NAB 
members.. ..He also hopes there's enough grassroots support out there to get the LPFM service 
up & running as a legal entity.

(Note: during carly-mid July, about 8 or 9 stations in the Mobile, AL area, including one I do 
some programming for, have been bought up by two large conglomerates- I can't remember 
which ones, but the face of small radio is about to change drastically here also, bud)

Welcome again to Covert Comms, a column dedicated to numbers stations, unusual radio 
signals, and intelligence-related information. 

I have set up a spy numbers discussion forum on the internet. The URL is 
http:\\www.delphi.com\spynumbers. The site is a place to discuss current issues regarding 
numbers stations and related information. There is also a chat room where you can discuss 
what you're hearing with other monitors. You have to become a Delphi member to post 
information or chat, but you can sign in as a guest to just read what has been posted. All you 
have to do to sign up as a member is pick a nickname and give some information. I have 
included a "newbies" section for people to ask questions about numbers stations, and a 
loggings section to include loggings of numbers stations. I have also been thinking of including 
each month's "Covert Comms" column on the forum. I hope you will visit the forum often. 

I have recently finished a book called Spywortd written by Mike Frost. Mr. Frost worked for 
the Communications Security Establishment (CSE), the Canadian version of the NSA. Mr. 
Frost was tasked with setting up listening posts in various Canadian embassies around the 
world. According to the book, the American and British embassies already contained listening 
post, and the NSA was pressuring the CSE to get involved in embassy collection. Mr. Frost and 
the CSE worked closely with the NSA, who supplied them with technical support & equipment. 
The CSE gathered intelligence by monitoring microwave links and cellular telephone signals, 
which is still occurring today. Spywortd also describes some of the facilities of the NSA For 
example, the NSA has a room that simulates the radio traffic in any city in the world. This room 
was designed to give agents a feel for what radio signals they will come across when 
conducting SIGINT activities in any given city. Overall, this book is a fascinating read. The 
book was published in 1994 and is well worth getting if you can find it 

John Maky writes: "Last night on the regular 10970//13921 E10 MIW broadcast at 0315, a 
strange incident occurred... Faintly in the background on 13921, I could hear a 4XZ marker. 
When the MIW2 broadcast concluded at 0318, the 4XZ marker disappeared. This wasn't 
audible on 10970. Obviously they were mixing. A possible connection???" 

This wouldn't surprise me one bit. 4XZ is listed as Haifa Naval, Israel. However, most 
monitors believe that it has a different purpose. 4XZ normally sends 5L messages, and 
sometimes plaintext. One of the biggest arguments against 4XZ being used by the Israeli navy 
is the high volume of coded messages. The Israeli Navy is not as large as the traffic would 
have you believe. Unless most of this traffic is dummy traffic, there doesn't seem to be any 
reason for the high volume. Another argument is that 4XZ operates in broadcast mode only, on 
various frequencies all over the HF band. If it were really used for naval purposes, it would 
most likely be used for two-way communications. The selection of various HF frequencies 
implies that they want coverage for various parts of the world. This makes sense from a naval 
point of view, but how often does the Israeli Navy travel to different parts of the world? I would 
imagine that Mossad agents are more scattered around the world than the Israeli Navy. 

4XZ is an interesting station which can be heard in the US evenings on 10046 and 18481 
kHz. As I said, messages normally consist of 5L groups. The message number and group 
count in the preamble are always sent backwards. This is because Hebrew is read from right to 
left. Sometimes plaintext messages are sent in (I'm assuming) Hebrew. However I'm not 
familiar with the language so I don't know what kind of information is passed. Since it's 
plaintext, I would have to say it is low-level unclassified information. Hardly the kind of traffic a 
Mossad agent would need, which may indicate that 4XZ has other users. 

Lastly, I managed to catch a transmission of the V7 "Spanish Man" on 17434 kHz at 2040 UTC. 
1 his one took me quite by surprise as I hadn't heard it before. It consisted of an OM/SS in USD 
repeating 544 544 544 1 for several minutes, then into 5F groups. The station filially signed 
down with 000 000. This station is rarely heard in North America, so I was glad to catch it.
